Fowle fall couetouſneſſe and vlurie which 
pꝛooueth his ſaying true, and moꝛe grace oz fewe 
daies happen vnto couetous wꝛetches, who with

Thele wicked houſes firſt nuſleth our young 
gentlemen in pꝛide, and acquainteth them with 
ſundue ſhifting companions, whereof one ſozt 
couſeneth him at dice and cardes, an other ſoꝛt 
conſume him with lecherie, an other ſoꝛt by bꝛo⸗ 
cadge bꝛingeth him in debt, and out of credit, then 
awãayteth couetouſneſſe and vſurie to ſeaſe vpon 
his liuing, and the vnciuill Sergeant vpon his li⸗ 
bertie. To ruine is thus bꝛought tye gentleman, 
a great eſtate and ſtrength of this Nealme, pꝛin⸗ 
cipally by the frequenting ofdicinghouſes. _ 

Let vs ſeatche deeper into this vicer, there is 
moꝛe fowle matter behinde, we haue but yet ſpo⸗ 
ken of the better ſoꝛt of dicing houſes, which are 
chiefelie foꝛ intertainement of Courtiers and o⸗ 
ther Gentlemen, which by reaſon of their atten⸗ 
daunce and buſineſſe keepe no certaine houſes. It 
oꝛdinarie tavies be tollerated toꝛ their neceſſitie, 
what warrant haue the oꝛdinarie table-keepers 
within the heart of London, (which are common 9.4;naries 
ly called dicing houſes) fo2 Citizens -In euerie for Cirizens 
Citie, Citizens haue houſes of their owne , haue nne 
wife, childzen and amilies to care foꝛ: and ſure 
the inconuenience cannot but be great, when a 
man leauetij his owue houſe, and the companie of 
his wife aud familie, and bineth at a dicing honſe. 
In many weil gouerned counnon wealths, Citi⸗ 
3ens by eſpeciail Lawes were foꝛbidden to eate 
and dꝛinke out of their owne houſes, vnleile one 
neighy9ur inuited an other: but ſufferante hath

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bꝛought this milchiefe to ſuch a enſtome, that if 


there were many moꝛe Citizens oꝛdinaries, they 
ſhould not need to fawn vpon the inferioꝛ loꝛt foꝛ 
want ofcompanie of ſubſtantiall Citizens. But 
befoꝛe we enter further into this miſchiefe, Þcon- 
dition of the keepers ot theſe plates is to be conſi⸗ 
dered, foꝛ the moſt part the maſters of thele hou⸗ 
ſes, in times paſt haue beene bankrouts, a what 


map be erpected of men of their diſpoſitions? ma⸗ 


rya continuance of their facultie, to liue vpon the 
goods ok other men. Hither repaire al þ cloſe ſhif- 
ters, here manp notozious couſinages are ſmo⸗ 
thered, y maſters of theſe houſes want no gueſts, 
fo: where carrion is, crowes will be plentie, and 
where money is ſturring,cheters will not be idle. 
Hoũg citizens foꝛ þ molt part depend vpon their 
eredit a therkoꝛe are loath that there ſhould be an 
open teſtunonp of their vnthꝛiftines. Al the better 
foz ᷣ biting cheter. Cloſe in a chamber a cogging 
knaue getteth moꝛe money in an houre, than ma⸗ 
ny an honeſt man ſpendeth in a pere. And this one 
thing is much to be lamented, the vnthꝛifty citi⸗ 
ens coſume other mens goods, who perhaps la⸗ 
boured painfully to get the (when gentlemen al⸗ 
though thep vndoe their poſterite)ſpend but their 
own goods dt lands. The eares of the magiſtrate 
are daily ful of the bꝛeaking of yong merchants, x 
here J lap bet̃oꝛe their eies the caules therof,cuen 
theſe wicked oꝛdinaries. They be places vnto 
which magiſtrates come not, ⁊ there koꝛe the abu⸗ 
ſes bnknowen vnto them. But J think it a woꝛk 
of much honeſty to reueale them, and in the magi- - 
ſtrate a woꝛk ok mote iuſtice to refoꝛme we d 
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bndoubtedly although this be true that J waite, 
t the emis far moze than J diſcouer, yet in diſcos 
uering of the faults @ faultie men, F find my cons 
ſcience ſo free from their ſhiftes, as in wꝛiting mp 
name to this booke, I pꝛeſume, that no man (as 
faultie in that part of repꝛehenſion) will ſap, 
Turpe eſt doctori, cum culpa redarguit ipſum. 

But as onethat meaneth not to complaine his 
loſſes, to ioyn my owne example with admonitiõ 
Icõſtantly determine to croſſe the ſtreets where 
theſe vile houſes are planted, to bleſſe me from the 
inticements ofthe, which in very deed are many, 
t the moze dangerous in that they pleaſe with a 
vain hope ot gain.

(forgetting their naturai land) coueted to remain 
ſtil in þ region where that herd grewe, a but only 
by violence they could not be bꝛought back again 
to their ſhips: if heathen men only by philoſophte 
could maſter their diſpoſitiõs, chꝛiſtians by prater 
 Ephiloſophp may —4 9 inticing in;
